As  Others  Saw  It 

(Editor's  Not*:  In  oedar  that  our 

loaders  may  got  a  cross  section  of 
Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  which  re¬ 
cently  mot  in  St.  Louis,  we  give  below 
and  will  continue  for  a  few  weeks,  soma 
a#  the  main  thoughts  of  other  Southern 
Baptist  Editors.  The  editorial  below 
which  is  slightly  condensed  is  by  Dr. 
W.  G.  Stracener,  editor  of  the  Florida 
Baptist  Witness.) 

Some  delightful,  nos  toll,  some 
dangerous.  but  nearly  afl  apprehensive 
were  Che  hour*  of  this  year's  Sou  there 
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Baptist  Convention  program 
Many  of  the  10,962  registered  messen¬ 
gers  had  some  fears  about  the  possible 
disturbing  results  of  reaction  to  at 
least  three  of  the  scheduled  reports. 
TTiey  were  the  Christian  Life  Commis¬ 
sion’s  report  to  touch  upon  the  anti- 
segregation  ruling,  the  Radio  Commis- 
T  stag's  report  asking  permission  to  move 
away  from  Atlanta*  and  the  Home 
Mission  Board’s  request  for  permission 
W  ^  borrow  $3,000,000  for  church  loan 
purposes  and  approval  of  its  plans  to 
solicit  from  the  churches  in  1956  desig¬ 
nated  gifts  for  building  funds  to  revert 
ultimately  to  the  Board’s  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  Loan  Fund. 

A  fourth  matter,  the  Oregon-Washing- 
ton  petition  for  aid  to  Canadian  church¬ 
es,  which  resulted  in  whst  we  regard 
as  a  too-hurried  and  definitely  unwise 
Convention  action,  also  prompted  ad¬ 
vance  misgivings  in  some  quarters. 
More  will  be  said  about  this  item  in 
a  later  editorial. 

Hie  evident  apprehension  was  accen¬ 
ted  by  the  fact  that  most  messengers 
had  no  wish  to  be  critical  of  new  lead¬ 
en  during  their  first  annual  reports 
S»  the  Convention.  Hii«  rather  wide¬ 
spread  attitude  put  the  brakes  oo 
enthusiasm  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  higher  for  many  of  the  uninvolved 
reports. 

The  years  to  come  will  likely  show 
that  the  most  significant  single  action 
af  the  Convention  this  year  was  the 
vote  to  transfer  sponsorship  of  the 
Royal  Ambassadors  from  Woman's  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  to  the  Brotherhood  Com¬ 
mission,  a  move  to  be  worked  out  over 
a  three-year,  jointly-guided,  transitional 
period. 

The  vote  to  recognise  the  recent  anti- 
segregation  decision  of  the  $upreme 
Court  and  to  commend  the  court  for 
allowing  time  for  implementing  the 
decision  might  not  have  been  so  over¬ 
whelming  had  the  Convention  been  meet¬ 
ing  in  another  location  or  had  the  report 
been  made  at  another  session  than  on 
Youth  Night,  but  it  was  certainly  to 
he  expected  that  such  action  would  be 
taken  Not  a  few  of  the  brethren  felt 
we  would  have  been  better  off  to  have 
said  nothing  whatever  about  the  anti- 
segregation  decision,  but  obviously  the 
great  majority  of  the  messengers  felt 
that  it  would  have  been  less  than  Chris¬ 
tian  to  simply  ignore  the  issue. 

The  Convention  left  with  its  Execu¬ 
tive  Committle  for  final  approval  what¬ 
ever  move  to  another  location  the  Radio 
Commission  ultimately  decides  upon. 
There  was  no  disposition  to  hamper  the 
radio  and  television  ministry,  but  there 
was  plenty  of  disapproval  ef  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  proposed  move  had 
flret  been  apprqyched.  Under  the  pro¬ 
posal  last  approved  there  will  be  op¬ 
portunity  for  more  thorough  study  to¬ 
gether  with  consideration  of  probable 
offers  from  other  localities  in  addition 
to  the  one  originally  recommended 
Alas  referred  to  the  Executive  Coro 
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mittec  for  joint  study  and  with  power 
to  act  were  the  requests  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  for  (1)  permission  to 
borrow  $3,000,000  to  be  lent  to  churches 
for  building  and  (I)  the  privilege  to 
solicit  our  churches  for  designated  gifts 
to  help  to  erect  buildings  for  sponsored 
churches  in  needed  fields  which  gifts 
would  be  regarded  by  the  recipients  as 
loans  to  be  repaid  to  the  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  Loan  Fund  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  , 

We  earnestly  hope  that  the  Executive 
Committee  will  point  out  to  the  Home 
Mission  Board  the  dangers  in  these 
recommendations  which  the  Convention 
itself  was  certainly  in  no  mood  to  ap¬ 
prove  on  such  short  notice.  While 
every  Southern  Baptist  we  have  heard  , 
mention  it  is  in  favor  of  helping  the 
churches  in  the  West  and  other  pione^j- 
areas  to  get  housing  for  their  congrega¬ 
tions.  many  of  us  feel  that  the  financing 
could  much  better  be  done  in  some 
other  manner  than  these  two  proposed 
by  the  Home  Board 

We  are  definitely  opposed  to  the 
propose^  plan  and  regard  K  as  wrong 
fro  two  reasons: 

First,  it  would  approve  one  of  our 
agencies' incurring  a  large  indebtedness, 
a  thing  which  our  denominational  lead¬ 
ers  solemnly  pledged  less  than  twenty 
years  ago  that  they  would  never  again 
do.  Frankly,  had  no  such  pledge  ever 
been  made,  we  doubt  the  wisdom  of  a 
mission  agency  borrowing  large  sums 
of  money  to  turn  right  around  and  lend 
to  the  churches.

Da  iH  the  Mississippi  Baptists  know 
that  there  are  hundretto  of  menial 
patients,  some  white,  some  colored,  who 
have  absolutely  ne  friends  and  no  rela¬ 
tives  outside  the  hospital?  Imagine 
suffering  for  literally  yean  and  years, 
surrounded  by  sickness,  without  the 
first  card  or  letter  or  package  or  visit 
from  anyone!  .And  we  Mississippi 
church  people  tot  this  situation  exist. 
I'm  sure  i\  is  only  because  we  did  not 
know 

But  what  caa  we  to  about  *?  We 
know  the  doctors  and  social  workers 
and  some  attendants  do  a  tot,  hot  it 
is  not  possible  for  them  to  give  the 
patients  more  than  a  fraction  of  the 
attention  and  affection  they  need  la 
some  states  groups  of  men  and  women 
called  Grey  Men  and  Grey  Ladies  from 
nearby  towns  work  for  and  with  the 
patients  in  the  hospitals.  In  other  states 
Sunday  School  classes  and  other  church 
groups  visit  certain  wards  regularly 
after  receiving  instructions  from  the 
hospital. 

I  hope  that  our  state  can  some  day 
work  out  plana  like  these.  But  until 
it  does  there  are  many  things  we  can 
do  We  can  send  the  hospitals  little 
gifts  such  as  checkers  and  other  games, 
cigarettes  (always  badly  needed),  fruits, 
note  paper,  pencils,  paper  fans,  crochet 
and  embroidery  thread  (no  needles). 
The  sick  folks  then  have  the  feeling:  “I 
am  not  forgotten  after  all  Someone 
cares  about  me." 


Second,  the  proposal  to  ask  established 
churches  to  make  gifts  fro  building 
to  a  sponsored  church,  which  gift  would 
be  administered  as  a  loan  to  be  paid 
back  t»^  the  Home  Mission  Board'  for 
its  Church  Extension  Loan  Fund,  is 
simply  one  more  plea  fro  large  desig¬ 
nated  gifts  to  one  particular  agency  even 
thouxh  lb*  appeal  m  mad*  in  a  some¬ 
what  round  about  way.  While  It  is 
suggested  that  these  gifts  be  over  and 
above  gifts  fro  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram,  we  know  that  such  gifts  would 
affect  contributions  to  the  whole  Pro¬ 
gram. 

Of  course  every  church  hat  the  right 
(upon  the  sacredness  of  which  we  will 
always  insist)  to  make  whatever  desig¬ 
nations  it  desires  in  its  giving.  Our 
opinion  is,  however,  that  K  is  unwise 
fro  the  Convention  to  approve  solicita¬ 
tion  by  one  of  its  agencies  for  such 
large  designated  gifts,  and  that  such 
procedure  would  be  hurtful  to  the  larger 
overall  mission  endeavor  which  to  dep¬ 
endent  upon  the  Cooperative  Program.

Dead  Loved  Ones 

Question:  In  sixteen  months  I 
have  lost  a  husband  and  a  thirty- 
five  year  old  son.  I  am  extremely 
lonely. 

Sometimes  I  feel  that  my  loved 
ones  are  present  and  almost  help 
me  to  make  decisions.  I  have  often 
wondered  if  the  spirit  sleeps  or  M 
H  is  active.  Do  the  dead  know 
what  we  are  doing?  And  are  their 
spirits  near  us  at  times?  Answer: 

1  wish  I  knew  the  answer  to  your 
questions.  It  would  make  me  feel 
very  competent.  But  I  do  not  know. 

Our  loved  ones  who  die  in  the 
Lord  are  with  Christ  (Luke  23:43; 

2  Cor.  5:8;  Phil.  1:23).  Their  bod  ire 
sleep  until  the  resurrection  when 
they  shall  be  made  over  and  re¬ 
united  with  their  souls  (1  Thess. 
4:1418).  The  soul  never  sleevs  in 
this  world  or  the  next.  This  is 
about  all  we  know  concerning  the 
departed  persons. 

It  is  understandable  that  you  feel 
your  loved  ones  close  to  you.  Often 
we  dream  about  our  deceased 
friends.  Our  minds  make  our  lost 
ones  very  vivid  to  us.  But  all  of 
the  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that 
actually  they  are  not  with  us  nor 
can  we  communicate  with  them. 
TTiey  may  know  about  us  but  no 
one  can  say  for  certain.  At  least, 
they  are  really  alive.. 

If  I  were  you,  I  would  try  to  live 
as  fully  as  possible  in  the  world 
j  about  me.  the  one  we  can  see  and 
touch.  God  will  help  us  make  our 
decisions,  and  will  confront  us  in 
our  loneliness.  He  is  that  kind  of  a 
Father.  But  we  must  live  closely 
with  people  and  things.  God  made 
us  that  way.  “This ‘is  my  Father'* 
world.  .  .His  hand  the  wonder* 
wrought.”

NASHVILLE ,  Tenn.  .  .— (BP)— 
.  .  Southern  Baptists  gave  $1,- 
000,864  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sions  during  the  month  of  July, 
the  second  time  in  history'  that 
they  have  given  more  than  .  one 
million,  it  was  -Announced  by 
Porter  Routh,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  This 
amount  exceeds  last  month's  to¬ 
tal  of  $762,140  by  $238,724  and 
brings  the  year'*  total  to  date  to 
$6,520,138  received  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  This  is  an 
increase  of  $779,576  or  13.58  per 
cent  over  the  same  period  in  1953. 
Routh  said.  Mission  gifts  received 
during  the  same  period  in  1953 
totaled  $5,740,561. 

Texas  led  all  states  in  Co¬ 
operative  Program  receipts  for 
July  with  a  total  of  $125,000.  Vir¬ 
ginia  was  second  with  a  close 
$123 .184.  and  North  Carolina  was 
third  with  $85,368.  All  states  made 
gains  except  New  Mexico  which 
showed  no  contribution  at  all. 

Designated  gifts  received  in  July- 
totaled  $161,706.  bringing  the 
year’s  total  to  date  to  $5,557,683 
This  is  an  increase  of  $408,211  or 
7.93  per  cent  over  the  same  per¬ 
iod  in  1953.
